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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04 March 2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,775,450 to Maroney et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,707,076 to Skutnik et al. 

4. Maroney et al. describes a coated photonic crystal fiber having a photonic crystal fiber 
(1) and a protective coating (6) surrounding the photonic crystal fiber (see Column 4 and Figure 
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3). Maroney et al. does not specifically describe the protective coating having a refractive index 
less than 1.45. 

5. Skutnik et al. describes an optical fiber surrounded by a protective coating having a 
refractive index less than 1.45 (see Column 12 and Table II). 

6. Maroney et al. and Skutnik et al. are analogous art because they are from the same field 
of endeavor of coated optical fibers. At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to use the coating described by Skutnik et al. to form the jacket of 
Maroney et al. Since Maroney et al. is mute on the jacket material, one of skill in the art would 
be motivated to look to prior art for advantageous materials. The material described by Skutnik 
et al. is useful for containing optical energy. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to combine Skutnik et al. with Maroney et al. to obtain the invention as 
specified in Claim 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 and 3-26 are allowed. Claims 1 and 3-26 describe a photonic crystal fiber 
surrounded by a protective coating having the properties listed in Claim 1. This is subject matter 
not described by the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 04 March 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant states that Skutnik et al. does not describe a UV curable composition 
with a low refractive index. The applicant holds that the description by Skutnik is of merely a 
cladding layer. However, the examiner notes that in Column 12 Lines 3 1-32 that successive 
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layers of coating may be added. The examiner considers any layer beyond a core and initial 
cladding is considered a protective layer, regardless if it has additional useful purposes.
